CONSTITUTION 
Adopted November 21, 1879 


ARTICLE I. 


This Society shall be called "The Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society". 
Its object shall be the promotion of Numismatic Science and the formation of a 
Cebinet and Library for the use of its mombors. 


ARTICLE ITI. 


The Society shall consist of Resident, Corrosponding and Honorary Mombers. 
ARTICLE III. 


The Officers shell be President, Vice Prosidont, Secretary, Treasurer and 
Curator, all of whom shall bo electod annually at tho regular mooting in June. 


They shall hold office for one yoar, beginning with tho rogular moot ing 
in July. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The right of voting, of holding office and of transacting business shall be 
confined to Resident Mombers. : 
- Applications for membership must bo mado to tho socrotary in writing before 
action by the Society can bo takon. 


ARTICLE V. 


The Society shall possess & Cortificate of Mombership. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The name of a candidate for membership of any class must be proposed in 
writing, by-a-resident-momber, in good standing, and tho nomination shall lay 
over until the noxt regular meeting of the Society, whon tho olection may bo 
Weld, by ballot. Two-thirds (2/3) of the members present may suspend tho rules 
/ ° . * 
and action on the application can bo takon at once. 

Three (3) black bells shall exclude from election. 


ARTICLE VII. 


This Society shall not be dissolved as long as soven (7) rosident mombers 
retiain, except with the consent of all the momborse 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The Society shall establish such By-Laws as may be deemed necessary for 
its government and regulation. 
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adi No change shall be made in this Constitution unless by a vote of throer 
fourths (3/4) of the members prosent at a stated meeting and unless notice of the 
proposed chango shall be given in writing, signed by three (3) members, at a 
previous mooting.

Adopted Novembor 21, 1879 
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The regular mooting shall bo held tho First Tuosday of each month at 7330 P.M. 
Five mombers shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business.

The President shall preside at ell meotings of the Society, and sign all 
warrants ordered to bo drewn on the Treasurore 
In his absence, his duties shall bo porformed by the Vice Prosident. 


The Secretary shall keep correct minutos of all meotings of tho Society, 

in books provided for tho purpose; he shall keep the accounts botweon the 
Society and its members; ho shall receive all money duo the Socioty and pay 
it to tho Treasurer, taking his receipt for tho samo. He shall also attost 
all warrants drawn by the Prosident, on tho Troasurere 


The Treasurer shall recoivo from the Secretary, all money which may be paid 
to tho Society and give his recoipt for the same. Ho shall pay all warrants 
drawn by the Prosident, and attested by the Secrotarye 

He shall keep a correct account, in books provided for the purpose, of all 
money received and paid out, which books shall be,at all timos, open to the 
inspection of any momber. 


The Curator shall take charge ef all*Goins, Books, otc., belonging to tho 
Society, and keep a correct catalogue of the same. 

Ho shall pormit access thereto, by- the members, undor such rules as tho 
Society may from time to time adopt.
